Reſolved upon the Queſtion by the Parliament, 8 


Hat from and akter the Firſt of January next, the Wages ok all able Sea - men, fit fo2 the Helm and Lead, 
Top and Hard, be augmented from Ninetten ſhillings now given, to Twenty kour ſhillings each man by 
ch rye 14 whereof One chilling to be paid to the Cheſt, Miniſter and Chyꝛurgion as fozmerly, and 

e reſt to the Party, 

Reſolved, &c. That the wages of all others, who are not capable of perkoꝛming the Duties afozeſatd, be con- 
tinued at the Rate of Nineteen ſhillings a moneth, as now they are, Boys and G2omets excepted, | 

Reſolved, & c. That Gꝛomets be allowed Fourteen ſhillings and thꝛee pence a moneth,and Boys Nine ſhillings 
and fix pence; whereof One ſhilling to be paid to the Cheſt, Miniſter and Chyrurgton, as foꝛmerlp. 

Reſolved, &c. That the Captain, Maſter and Boatſwain of each Ship, do befoze the payment of their re- 
ſpective Ships compantes, rate the wages of each Ships company, certifying the ſame againſt each mans 
name acco2ding to their Abilities; and to that end, to lign the Sea-Books with the Purſer : And in cale of

any of the States own, oꝛ Merchants ſhips imploped in their ſervice, ſhall (foz time to come in lieu of all 
Pꝛizes) have and receive from the State, fo every (hip oz Pꝛize they ſhalllawvfully take, whether Merchant 
men, oz men of War, laden o2 light, the ſum of Ten ſhillings fo2 every Tun the ſatd chip hall mealure, ac- 
co2dingto the oꝛdinarp rule of Shipwꝛights⸗hall; and Six pounds thirteen ſhillings and four pence foz every 
ptece of Ozdnance , whether Jron oꝛ Bzaſs, the ſame to be paid by the Collectozs foz P2tze-Goods, Within 
thꝛee days after the payment of the wages of ſuch Sea-man (in caſe Adjudication be made of the ſhip in the 
Admiralty Court) to be ſhared and divided amongſt them pzopoztionably, acco2ding to the reſpective Places 
and Offices in the ſhip tn which they ſerved, and accozding to the cuſtom of the Seas in that caſe, And further,
